Dust, mold, pet dander and 
tree pollens are all allergens 
that are known to send asth- 
matics into a potentially dan- 
gerous attack.

What happened? 


Dear Editor, 

| know I am not the only one 
leaving town meeting last week 
wondering what just happened. 
As the meeting was adjourned, 
I heard many people echoing 
around me “what just hap- 
pened?,” and have heard that 
same statement echoed many 
times since the meeting. The 
meeting was very confusing 
with everyone flipping the 
pages to try and find out where 
we were, and most disturbing 
was no one could hear or 
understand what the moderator 
was saying. With a gymnasium 
packed full of concerned resi- 
dents wanting their voices to be 
heard on a budget that was 
about to be cut by $2 million, 
not one person spoke on the 
majority of budget items that 
were of key importance to the 
town. No one realized when it 
was even their opportunity to 
speak, the moderator moved so 
quickly thru with no one able to 
hear or follow what he was say- 
ing. You would expect on items 
of such importance to the town, 
he would make it clear that this 
was their last chance to speak. 
Did the town want to hear the 
residents’ opinions?? It doesn't 
appear that way, and that was 
once again evidenced in Mr. 
Anzoni's statements regarding 
being unable to speak at 
finance committee and board 
of selectmen meetings, and the 
large applause he received 
when making that statement. 

Another large disappointment 
was when Mr. Rauseo tried to 
speak on budget recommenda- 
tions, and he was completely 
Shot down by the moderator. 
He was told if he wanted to 
change any department budget 
numbers, he had to specify by 
line item exactly where to cut. 
I question the legality of this 
statement. This is up to each 


department to work with the 
numbers given to them for 
their budget, other committees 
or people don't specify to the 
departments how to spend their 
money. When I brought up at 
the May Town Meeting could 
we use fees or overrides this 
year to cover our budget needs, 
I was told at the next Town 
Meeting was the time to bring 
up what departments we want 
the budget increased for, and if 
we increased the budgeted 
amounts and threw the budget 
out of balance it was up to the 
Board of Selectman and 
Finance Committee to figure 
out how to fund the budget. 

‘Town meeting adjourned with 
an approved budget consisting 
of $2 million in cuts. We know 
the “numbers” on the budget, 
but did anyone leaving that 
meeting knowing exactly what 
$2 million in cuts would mean 
to our town and how we Would 
be affected by it? This should 
have been made very clear to 
the residents, and each depart- 
ment should have spoke on how 
this budget would affect their 
department, so they could have 
been able to decide if these cuts 
are ones they want to accept 
and live with. 

One final note, I hope Mr. 
Russell does not resign from 
his position on the finance sub- 
committee based on “his disap- 
pointment that people would 
allow $1.5 million in cuts to the 
school department,” as he stat- 
ed in the Lowell Sun. These 
cuts went thru very unfortu- 
nately because people could not 
follow what was going on, and 
we wish our voices were heard. 
I greatly value as I think many 
others do Mr. Russell's tremen- 
dous effort on the finance sub- 
committee.

Prudence, indeed, will dictate 
that Governments long estab- 
lished should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; 
and accordingly all experience 
hath shewn that mankind are 
more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable than to 
right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are 
accustomed. But when a long 
train of abuses and usurpa- 
tions, pursuing invariably the 
same Object evinces a design to 
reduce them under absolute 
Despotism, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such 
Government, and to provide 
new Gi for their future 
security.'- Such has been the 
patient sufferance of these 
Colonies; and such is now the 
necessity which constrains 
them to alter their former 
Systems of Government.

What your body language tells your dog 


Dogs are pack animals. As such, they 
have a specific way of interacting, which 
includes an instinctual manner of commu- 
nications. Learning how to communicate 
effectively with your dog in a language it 
understands is the first step in establishing 
control over it. By leveraging a dog's 
instinctual pack mentality with voice con- 
trol and body language, we humans can 
learn a new language that clearly posi- 
tions us as leaders of the pack, which 
results in e: hing authority, respect 
and control over our canine friends. 

Dogs crave good leadership, and if they 
don't get it from their owner they'll take 
charge. This leads to bad behavior such as 
barking, jumping, aggression and pulling 
on the leash - all examples of the dog tak- 
ing charge. Dogs will'challenge for leader- 
ship in the home, just as a wolf does in the 
wild." 

There are several ways for an owner to 
establish leadership. It is very typical for 
an owner to want to go to his dog instead

of making the dog come to him or her. This 
communicates to the dog that it is the 
leader, as the leader will always have the 
other members of the pack come to him. 

You can also establish leadership by 
always walking ahead of your dog, 
whether it is up the stairs, through door- 
ways or especially on walks. Remember, in 
the wild the leader leads the pack - physi- 
cally. 

All requests from your dog must be 
granted on your terms. When a dog con- 
stantly nudges you to be petted, for exam: 
ple, you should break eye contact immedi 
ately. When the dog has given up, call him 
back to you to be petted or to play. When 
he responds to you, versus you to him, he 
will begin to see you as the leader. 

Often times the owner grabs his dog or, 
in the case of a small dog picks him up, to 
stop the dog from going somewhere the 
owner does not want. By all means, do not 
grab at the dog to control his behavior 
When an owner is physical in this manner, 


the dog has only two options. It can either 
take flight or "make fight." If the dog can't 
run to get away, his next option is to bite. 
This may not happen in every situation, 
but the dog will inevitably feel threatened 
by the action whether it bites or not. This 
is not a conducive mindset for a dog to be 
in when an owner is trying to train or con- 
trol it 

If your dog misbehaves, such as chewing 
ona child's toy, correct its behavior with a 
forceful, low-toned "BAH." As soon as he 
stops, reward him with a pleasant, high- 
toned praise. He will soon understand his 
mistake and, again, respect you as his 
leader. 

Taking and keeping control of your dog is 
ail about establishing leadership, and the 
most effective way of doing so is by using 
your dog's own language to communicate 
with it. By learning and practicing the 
proper forms of body language and voice 
control, your dog will see you as its fear: 
less leader in no time.

Tarr, Miceli insure funding 
for Wilmington cancer study 


BOSTON - State ‘Senate 
Assistant Minority Leader 
Bruce Tarr (R-Gloucester) and 
House Chairman of Personnel 
and Administration James 
Miceli (D-Wilmington) have 
succeeded in securing $150,000 
for the Department of Public 
Health in the final version of 
the FY’08 state budget to 
research issues connected to 
cancer exposure in the Maple 
Meadow Brook Aquifer in 
Wilmington. That research will 
explore possible exposure 
routes and potential patterns of 
contamination involving the 
town's primary drinking water 
supply. 

“Safe drinking water is an 
absolute necessity, and citizens 
in Wilmington deserve to have 
that resource protected,” said 
Tarr. He added that “By care- 
fully examining the Maple 
Meadow Brook Aquifer and any 
correlations to cancer inci- 
dence, we can take any future 
actions necessary to ensure 
public health and the reliability 
of the town’s water supply.” 

“This bill is a continuation of 
the hard work the citizens of 
this community have fostered 


in the pursuit of finding a solu- 
tion for very serious problems 
that have been uncovered 
through this cancer study. I 
have continued to work with 
them, year after year, so that in 
the final analysis this study will 
be the crowning achievement of 
ridding this scourge from our 
community. We must never for- 
get the folks in this town who 
have suffered serious illness, 
and in some cases death, 
because of this longstanding

to elder abuse. 

Twice this past year, the team 
had to relocate due to spring 
throughout the 
Merrimack Valley that caused 
their office to shut down. The 
team led by assistant director 
of Home Care Meredith Carver 
made temporary arrange- 
ments, essed the necessary 
resour carpooled some 30 
miles to a sister agency and set- 
up a temporary call center to 
ensure that clients and vendors 
continued to receive the highest 
caliber of customer service in a 
seamless transition. 

The team fields calls from 
individuals in a host of other 
languages, primarily Spanish 
Their sensitivity to cultural and 
language barriers combined 
with their extensive training in 
elder issues has earned this 
team very high marks within 
the aging community. 

Their skill in assessing a 
caller's situation, responding 
with the appropriate resources, 


communicating the information 
accurately and follow-up to 
unique situations is what makes 
this one of the most dynamic

“No face welcomed us but 
the fine fantastic sprays of 
free and happy evergreen 
trees, waving one above 
another in their ancient 
home.

Bert Call was a small-town 
photographer, who began his 
cateer as an appreritice in 1886.

community. 

“I'd like to thank everyone - the 
Water Department and the resi- 
dents - who have worked jointly to 
reduce our water usage,” Balliro 
said. 

The Commissioners also dis- 
cussed moving to an alternate 
method of billing for water usage, 
and considered the option of a 
“block rate” billing structure. A 
block rate billing system would 
set several different rates to 
would kick in as usage increases - 
those using less water would pay 
less than those using more. 

Currently, all water customers 
are paying $3.92 per 1,000 gallons 
of water used. A block rate struc- 
ture would set a lower price for 
the first 1,000 gallons used, a 
higher price for the second 1,000 
gallons used, and another higher 
price for anything over 3,000 gal- 
lons used. 

According to information pre- 
sented to the commissioners by 
Christopher Woodcock, President 
of Woodcock & Associates, 
approximately one half of the 
7,252 water accounts in town will 
experience a reduction in their 
yearly water costs. He went on to 
say that only a couple of hundred 
homes are likely to experience 
any real increase. 


Balliro stated that he has long 
been in favor of such a structure 
in order to reward those making 
efforts to conserve water. 

“The people that use the least 
amount of water will be paying 
the least,” Balliro said. “The 
average home that does not 
water, and does not leave faucets 
running, will see a decrease in 
their bills.” 

Balliro would, however, like to 
see contingencies put in place for 
situations of high water usage 
due to medical necessity. 

Ratepayers were alerted to the 
potential adoption of a block rate 
billing structure in last quarter's 
bill. The town hopes to have the 
new structure in place in time for 
October's billing cycle. 

The commissioners will discuss 
the matter further, and are likely 
to establish varying usage rates, 
during their July 19th meeting.

‘Tewksbury Tough’ 


Community comes together to aid Tewksbury teen

Meghan McCarthy is an average 
teenager. She has a beautiful 
smile that can light up a room. 
She's bubbly and happy and 
€njdys participating in sports. 
She’ laughs a lot and playfully 
teases her parents - Lee and Jim 
- when they make a comment she 
doesn't agree with, and she prob- 
ably encounters the usual chal- 
lenges the youngest child has 
when dealing with two older 
brothers, Teagan and Tyler. 
However, what is decidedly not 
average about Meghan is the fact 
that she has a fast growing, 
aggressive brain tumor that can- 
not be removed. That's why the 
McCarthy family and everyone 
who knows them are all praying 
for a miracle - Meghan's Miracle. 

It all happened quite suddenly 
for this Tewksbury teen. Megan 
was playing on the soccer field 
the morning of June 2nd and the 
very next day the playing field 
changed dramatically for her and 
her entire family. Meghan always 
plays by the rules - in Junior 
Varsity field hockey, in Junior 
Varsity basketball and also in 
track. She played well when she 
threw shot put for Varsity and, at 
the last meet of the season, 
placed 3rd against Lawrence. She 
believes it's important to stay 
“Tewksbury Tough” in competi- 
tion and now, for Meghan, that 
expression has taken on an entire- 
ly new meaning, 

Meghan started experiencing 
headaches, nausea and vomiting 
and was exhausted for about 
three weeks. They became so 
severe that, on Sunday, June 3, 
2007, on the way home from New 
Hampshire, her father, Jim 
McCarthy, felt compelled to stop 
at the Lakes Regional Hospital in 
Laconia to have her checked out. 

In order to determine what was 
wrong with Meghan, the hospital 
did a CT scan that showed a three 
to four centimeter mass in the 
thalamus area of her brain. The 
New Hampshire hospital was so 
alarmed that they called 
Children's Hospital and trans- 
ferred her to Boston later that 
day. 

A neurosurgical team at the hos- 
pital determined that the mass 
was preventing the fluid around 
the brain from moving freely, 
which was causing the 
headaches. The team decided on 
an endoscopic approach to 
felease that fluid and to biopsy 
the mass. 

So, Meghan underwent brain 


surgery on June 6th, during 
which doctors reduced the fluid 
around the mass and did a biopsy. 
They found a cyst on top of the 
tumor, which the surgeon was 
able to pop to release more pres- 
sure. At the same time he made 
a canal to restore fluid movement 
throughout the brain. After her 
surgery, Meghan was in the 
Intensive Care Unit at Children's 
Hospital and remained in the hos- 
pital for five days. The family 
waited anxiously for a week to 
find out the results of the biopsy. 

On June 19th, Meghan went to 
Dana-Farber Hospital in Boston 
to meet with the Oncology Team 
and the Radiation Team who 
determined that Meghan's tumor 
remained inoperable due to the 
location and the fact that it is fast 
growing and very aggressive. 
They decided that a more advis- 
able course of treatment would be 
to have radiation and chemother- 
apy simultaneously, The type of 
tumor Meghan has is called an 
astrocytoma — the most common 
type of brain tumor, 

So Meghan went to Childten's 
Hospital on June 21st as an outpa- 
tient for minor surgery. They put 
a central line in that could be 
used to draw blood, to perform a 
blood transfusion, or to receive 
antibiotics. 

Meghan started radiation and 
chemotherapy on Thursday, June 
28th and she will receive radia- 
tion therapy five days a week for 
the next, six weeks, and oral 
chemotherapy for 42 days 
straight. 

While they were at Children's 
Hospital in Boston, the 
McCarthy's were offered a ser- 
vice called CarePages that assists 
families and patients with illness- 
es like Meghan. According to 
their website, “CarePages.com 
provides free, easy-to-use Web 
pages, that help family and 
friends communicate when a 
loved one is receiving care. 
CarePages help families stay con- 
nected, informed, and supported. 
When a loved one is hospitalized 
or receiving care it can be diffi- 
cult to communicate. With 
CarePages, updates are shared 
via email automatically and visi- 
tors can‘leave messages for the 
patient and family on the Web 
page. CarePages give families an 
emotional lift that is hard to 
deliver in any other way. 
CarePages are available to any- 
one, free at www.carepages.com.” 

The McCarthy family has found 
Carepages.com extremely useful. 


Meghan selected “Tewksbury 
‘Tough” as her page name because 
it's a well-known sports slogan in 
town and it's really important to 
adopt that state of mind given the 
situation. 

“It makes me feel great to know 
that I have such support,” 
Meghan said. “It gives me the 
strength I need right now. I'm 
really looking forward to joining 
my class in September.” 

According to her treatment 
schedule, Meghan should finish 
her first round of treatment on 
August 14th. That's just fine with 
Meghan who turns 15 years old on 
August 17th and, like many girls 
her age, is looking forward to 
being an average teenager and 
watching High School Musical 2 
on the Disney channel. 

Meghan has two brothers. 
‘Teagan is 19 years old and he just 
finished his freshman year at 
Johnson & Wales University in 
Rhode Island where he is major- 
ing in Accounting. Tyler is 18 
years old and graduated from 
Shawsheen Tech on June 7th 
while Meghan was hospitalized. 
(Lee, Jim and Teagan had to 
leave Meghan's bedside to attend 
Tyler's graduation.) Tyler will 
enter New Hampshire 
Technological Institute in 
Concord this fall. 

Meghan will finish her first 


round of chemo and radiation and” 


then have four weeks off. Then 
she will begin the first of six more 
rounds of chemo and, possibly, as 
much as a whole year of treat- 
ment but, thankfully, only one 
round of radiation. 

Meghan's parents, Lee and Jim 
McCarthy can't thank her teach- 
ers, the staff and the students at 
the high school enough for their 
tremendous support. Meghan has 
received all kinds of greetings 
and gifts from her teams and 
organizations. When Meghan 
returned to school for the first 
time after surgery, the Freshmen 
class presented her with an enor- 
mous banner that the entire class 


signed. 

When Meghan has enough ener- 
gy, she frolics with her new 
puppy, Cloe, who she picked up at 
the dog pound. 

“It can be tiring dealing with a 
new puppy,” Meghan said, “but 
she's so cute.” 

As one can only imagine, it has 
been difficult for Meghan's par- 
ents to watch their child go 
through hospitalizations and 
treatment.

Dense Aqueous Phased Liquids 
(DAPL) from area groundwa- 
ter._The first phase of the 
RI/FS process will require the 
parties to compile existing data 
into a comprehensive site 
report.

To assist them with the huge 
financial burden that looms close 
to them, some friends formed a 
committee to help raise money 
and will hold a fundraiser in July. 

The fundraiser is called 
“Tewksbury Tough Night for 
Meghan McCarthy” and will be 
held on Wednesday, July 1th at 
the Tewksbury Country Club from 
7:00 p.m. to 11:00 p.m. with a tick- 
et donation price of $25. Checks 
can be made out to Meghan's 
Miracle. There will be dancing, 
raffles, a silent auction and a reg- 
ular auction, .

The property at 51 Eames 
Street was first developed for a 
chemical manufacturing facili- 
ty in 1953 by National 
Polychemicals, Inc. (NPI) 
Stepan purchased NPI in 1968 
and continued to operate the 
facility - which primarily man- 
ufactured chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxi- 
dants, and other specialty 
chemicals for the rubber and 
plastics industry - until the 


property was sold to Olin 
Chemical in September of 1980. 
The facility has been inactive 
since 1986. 

Throughout the 1950's and 
1960's all liquid wastes generat- 
ed by the facility were dis- 
charged into several unlined 
pits and ponds near the center 
of the property and into a man- 
made excavation pit dubbed 
“Lake Poly.” An acid treatment 
and neutralization system and 
lined-lagoons replaced the 
unlined pits and ponds in 1970. 
The lagoons were periodically 
dredged and the sludge was 
deposited in a landfill in the 
southwest corner of the proper- 
ty. Residual liquid wastes con- 
tinued to be disposed of in an 
unlined ditch onsite until 1972 

Principal contaminants found 
in the groundwater at the site 
include ammonia, chloride, 
sodium, sulfate, chromium, and 
N-nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA). These chemicals 
were also found to be present in 
several of Wilmington's munic- 
ipal drinking water wells at 
Maple Meadow Brook. These 
wells were taken out of service

Those guys include three for- 
mer head coaches and various 
assistants that helped local 
high school teams to five Super 
Bowls over the past decade. 

Pare is taking over as head 
football coach at Lowell High 
School, and several weeks ago 
he was inducted along with the 
1990 Tewksbury High School 
football varsity to that school’s 
athletic hall of fame. The head 
coach of that TMHS Super 
Bowl squad was Joe DelGrosso, 
who has already signed on to 
coach the offensive and defen- 
sive backs at Lowell. 

DelGrosso, along with anoth- 
er former TMHS assistant 
coach Bob Fitzmaurice, are 
making it a Redmen coaching 
reunion in Lowell. Success 
seems to follow this particular 
staff everywhere, so it was only 
natural that Lowell native Pare 
ask the bulk of that 1990 TMHS 
staff to join him for this go- 
round just up Route 38. 

"Joe (DelGrosso) called me 
and said, ‘I'm thinking about 
getting back into coaching, and 
I told him, well, let’s go - you 
got it. We've got a good staff. 
We're all looking forward to 
working with the kids and 
teaching them how to block and 
tackle," said Pare. 

Blocking and tackling are just 
two football factors that Pare 
knows a little something about, 
having played and coached the 
yame for many decades. The 
former semi-pro head coach 
will be getting his second shot

at a high school head coaching 
job; having tried to rejuvenate 
a struggling Medford football 
program several years ago 
This time he's going with some 
proven winners to help him 
lead some very heavy talent to 
the top of the MVC. 

One big piece of that talent 
puzzle includes 6’6"' 180 pound 
quarterback Matt Welch, con- 
sidered by many to potentially 
be the best signal-caller in the 
conference.. "I've gotta find 
some guys to catch the football 
~ and we've got to protect him," 
notes Pare. "This game hasn't 
changed in one-hundred years. 
The team that can block and 
tackle usually wins." 

There Al Pare goes again. 
Talking about blocking and 
tackling. Two can’t miss sta- 
ples of The Game. 

"If you can out-hit people, 
you’re going to beat them 
That's what I want the attitude 
of our kids to be. Every time we 
play, we're going to out-hit you 
for four quarters." 

One of the hallmarks of this 
staff has been their innate abil- 
ity to motivate teams to knock 
people off the ball and whack 
them right in the mouth, with 
tough, tackle-to-tackle football. 
That 1990 Tewksbury team fea- 
tured players who would never 
give an inch, and DelGrosso 
can’t wait to put his golf game 
on hold later this summer when 
preseason workouts begin. 

"These guys have all been 
other places with Super Bowl 
experience," notes DelGrosso. 
“My wife and I were going over

some stuff before the hall of 
fame night, and we both 
stopped and said - hey, I was a 
pretty good coach." 

He was, and most likely still 
is. The former TMHS and North 
Dakota star running back was a 
tough get in your face style 
coach during his days in 
Tewksbury. He admits that his 
style might have hastened his 
premature retirement in 1995. 

"I think at the end, I was a bit 
of a dinosaur," admits 
DelGrosso. "I didn’t realize 
that the 90's were approaching, 
with the touchy-feely world. 
You can’t say or do certain 
things to motivate kids that you 
could do in the past. I don’t 
think that I ever mistreated 
anyone. It was just a question 
of getting the kids ready to be 
men and get ready for the bat- 
tle." 

There wasn't anyone more 
battle-tested and ready than 
DelGrosso. He was taking over 
for a coaching legend (Bob 
Aylward) and he knew that 
comparisons, many of them 
unfair from the get-go, were 
inevitable. DelGrosso was a 
trainer, and eventually a trust- 
ed assistant, on Aylward’ staffs, 
and he took over and estab- 
lished his own solid, albeit 
brief, tradition of Tewksbury 
football success. He might have 
mellowed a bit, but one look 
tells you that Joe and this 
Redmen-redux staff is ready to 
compete. 

"It's a battle out there, espe- 
cially if you're undermanned. If 
you're up against a kid who 
weighs 250, and you're 190, you 
better be ready to play, or 
you're gonna get hurt," says 
DelGrosso. 

His Tewksbury teams rarely 
lost a battle along the line of 
scrimmage, and when they 
were hurt physically, it cost 
them big-time in the biggest 
game of DelGrosso’s high 
school football coaching career. 

"That 1990 team really came 
after it, and they came back to 
win a lot.of games," remembers 
DelGrosso. "People think that 
was a big, dominate team, but 
we came back in six of the nine 
games that we won. The skill 
guys, or the stars of that team, 
really took care of the 44th and 
45th players on that team." 


One key injury helped to send 
that team down to defeat in its’ 
Super Bowl game against 
Peabody. "If Boudreau (quar- 
terback Dana) doesn’t get hurt, 
we're gonna win that game," 
remembers DelGrosso. 

Lowell could line-up a team 
that is very similar to that 
Tewksbury bunch. Big: and 
tough, with speedy skill players 
capable* of scoring points in 
bunches. The experience that 
this coaching staff brings to the 
table should count for some- 
thing. DelGrosso, who worked 
for many years for the 
Middlesex County Sheriff's 
Department at the Billerica 
House of Correction along with 
Pare and Fitzmaurice, can't 
wait to bring all of that work 
discipline back with him to the 
football field. Golf can wait. 

"I’m resurfacing this year. I'm 
looking forward to it,” says the 
former corrections officer. "I'm 
retired, and you can only play 
so many rounds of golf." 

A mellower, but still tough Joe 
DelGrosso. Lowell townee Al 
Pare is lucky that DelGrosso, a 
winner who wasn’t always very 
politically correct, is still in the 
football coaching neighbor- 
hood. Tewksbury Tough comes 
to Lowell. Is a run at a 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
title on the horizon? Don't bet 
against it, since Pare is taking 
his best shot with some of the 
best motivators in the football 
coaching business. 


Paul Sullivan’ style

Sun after leaving these pages, 
is a class act from the word go, 
who consistently downplays his 
battle with this disease that 
was first diagnosed in 
November 2004. 

Sullivan, who took over for the 
late David Brudnoy, who suc- 
cumbed to cancer in 2004, says 
he is not going anywhere, just 
taking a break to continue his 
treatments and spend more 
time with his family. Last 
Thursday night, family and 
friends, along with local and 
national politicians, gathered 
or phoned-in to honor a man 
who truely cares about and 
feels for the working class, 
because he’s a card-carrying 
member. Sullivan has owned a 
convenience store. He's driven 
to work at odd hours to write a 
weekly newspaper column for 
little money. He never changed 
even when he landed a gig at a 
radio station that gave him the 
national forum that he always 
deserved. 

Having lived with cancer 
myself for many years, I can 
honestly say that I like Sully's 
style. Do what's best for his 
family, get to the next round of 
treatment on time, and see 
what's next. Be wise and don't 
write the guy off just yet. There 
are reasons why Sullivan has 
survived and been admired. 
Put me down as an official 
member of the Paul Sullivan 
Fan Club. I didn’t call in last 
Thursday night, but I was lis- 
tening and learning long before 
he ever went national.

After months of meetings, 
speculation and additional 
interviews, Brian Hickey has 
been named the new athletic 
director at Tewksbury 
Memorial High School. Hickey, 
a guidance counselor at the 
school and also the head boys 
lacrosse coach and assistant 
football coach, takes over for 
Bob Aylward, who officially 
retired from the post on July 
Ist 

Hickey, 52, was one of four 
candidates, joining baseball 
coach Ron Drouin, track and 
soccer coach Steve Levine and 
field hockey coach Pat Ryser, 
who went through a long 
process which started with ini- 
tial interviews in late April and 
all of May and June. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Christine McGrath had said in 
the past that the athletic direc- 
tor's position is a_ part-time 
($17,000) stipend job, thus 
Hickey will remain as a guid- 
ance counsellor but will no 
longer be part of football staff, 
while the lacrosse coaching 
position will be addressed later 
on, perhaps with Hickey coach- 
ing in 2008 and having to resign 
after this year. 

Hickey becomes the school’s 
fourth athletic director, follow- 
ing Charlie Hazel, Mickey 
Sullivan and Aylward, who 
served two different terms, 
most recently from 1996 to 2007. 

“Yeah obviously I’m thrilled 
to be making this career move,” 
said Hickey on Tuesday morn- 
ing. “I coached for a long time 
and I think it's a natural exten- 
sior of that. I’m just thrilled to 
be able to stay connected with 
thé kids of Tewksbury and fol- 
low this long, strong Tewksbury 
tradition.”

“It has been a long process,” 
said Hickey. “But I think part of 
that was the candidates. I'm 
really looking forward to work- 
ing with the other three candi- 
dates who applied for this job, 
as well as all of the coaches 
within the staff. The process 
was long but it was just a tough 
field and that made it a very 
difficult decision and I see why 
it was such a difficult process. 
When you're applying for this 
job, you have a little bit of a 
profile with a lot of people, and 
the other candidates were all 
very much qualified, and I 
respect them a lot. Truthfully, 
I’m very honored and humbled 
with this (promotion).” 

Aylward, who said last week 
that he wanted the new athletic 
director “to continue to fight 
the good fight for the small 
schools (within the Merrimack 
Valley Conference)” — believes 
Hickey will do a terrific job in 
his new role. 

“I'm thrilled for him,” said 
Aylward, on Tuesday morning. 
“It was a long haul, a long 
process.” 

Aylward went on to say that 
there were thoughts and talks 
of having co-athletic directors, 
but that changed. 

“It went from the screening 
committee perhaps naming two 
athletic directors and followed 
with a series of actions and 
then back to a single athletic 
director,” said Aylward. © “But 
I'm really happy for Brian. He 
has a great background in 
coaching and the administra- 
tive side of things with all of 
the necessary paperwork. 

“He' kind, caring person 
who is a great family guy. He's 
been excellent at administra- 
tive meetings. I think he’s a 
person who has strong opin- 
ions, but understands the big 
picture.

loves the Tewksbury kids and 
he has three kids of his own, 
who were all students here at 
Tewksbury and who have all 
gone on and graduated from 
college. I think he’s a great fit 
and I'm very pleased with the 
decision.” 

Drouin, one of the other appli- 
cants, was very thankful for 
being able to go through the 
process, albeit long and bumpy. 

“I was thrilled to be able to go 
through the process,” he said 


about a month ago when it was 
first narrowed down to two 
choices, Hickey and Levine. 
“When you have a chance to 
extend yourself, positive things 
come out of it and I was able to 
do that. I'm 39 years old and 
I'm interested in athletic 
administration but I'm not 
interested in giving up the 
baseball job which was a seri- 
ous bone of contention. The 
(school administration) is not 
high on having an athletic 


director also serve as a coach 
and that’s fine. I have no prob- 
lem with that at all. 

“I just have so much appreci- 
ation for the committee for 
allowing me to go through the 
process. I was glad to go 
through the process. I think it's 
only going to help me profes- 
sionally better myself, and I 
just can’t thank the committee 
enough for allowing me to go 
through the process.” 

In a letter addressed to the 
Sports Editor in this’ week's 
‘Town Crier (please see page 
SP8T), Levine also was grateful 
for having the chance to go 
through the ordeal and added 
that he was offered a co-posi- 
tion with Hickey, but didn’t feel 
that made the right sense. 

“I do want to make it known, 
that I was offered before the 
last re-application process, a 
co-athletic director position,” 
levine stated in the letter. 
“After seeing the job specifica- 
tions for the role I was to play, 
there was no question that it 
would be of a secondary nature 
with a much lesser role in the 
development and application of 
the athletic agenda. Not to be 
confused with the co-athletic 
directors, in Andover who have 
equal roles, this was without a 
doubt, a position I could not 
accept. 

“Co-athletic director was not a 
job any of the four candidates 
originally applied for. In hind- 
sight, the job offered to me was 
more of a peace offering due to 
pressure being put on the deci- 
sion making process. I am cer- 
tain I would have had a some- 
what different vision from 
Brian Hickey, as obviously, he 
must have his own ideas for the 
direction the athletic program 
must take. I do not believe that 
having two athletic directors, 
having different agendas would 
be best for the students at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. 

Like Drouin, Levine wanted to 
thank his supporters. 

“I am humbly very grateful 
for the incredible support I 
have received from the public 
faction, both in school and out 


of school of Tewksbury, and 
those from other communities 
throughout the Merrimack 
Valley during my quest for this 
position,” Levine said in the let- 
ter. “The efforts and good 
words by all were both over- 
whelming and unexpected. I 
will continue to support and 
treat all students and student 
athletes as they should be, fair- 
ly, and look forward to working 
with them all as my 34 years of 
tenure in Tewksbury continues 
on.” 

Ryser said that she went into 
the process thinking that it 
would be between Hickey and 
Levine, but added that she did- 
n't think any of the four candi- 
dates should have gone through 
what they did. 

“I'm just glad that it’s over 
even though I wasn’t pleased 
with the way the whole process 
went,” she said early Tuesday 
afternoon. “It was just too long 
and drawn out. It should have 
been done right and all of us 
shouldn't have gone through 
what we went through.” 

Ryser said that one thing she 
wanted if she was named as the 
athletic director was just an 
improvement in overall com- 
munication. 

“J just talked about communi- 
cation, I felt like that was a big 
thing,” she said. 
“Communication from every- 
one - from coaches to other 
coaches, from athletic director 
to coaches, from kids and 
coaches, and all-around com- 
munication and that even goes 
for the entire school.” 

Hickey would like nothing bet- 
ter than a smooth transition, 
and knows that he has Aylward 
there for any help he needs. 

“I'm here to stay,” he said, 
“I'm not going anywhere, I'm 
ready to go and I’ve already 
been down to the school a cou- 
ple of times since being 
appointed. I’m hoping to live up 
to Dr. McGrath’s expectations 
and rely on the great coaching 
staff we have here and the 
great kids we have at 
Tewksbury High School.”

The Wakefield Independence 
Day Committee is well pre- 
pared to present its best effort 
once again as the largest 
parade in Massachusetts, the 
16th Annual 4th of July Parade, 
once again gets ready to step 
lively along the shores of Lake 
Quannapowitt on its way down 
the main streets of Wakefield to 
the reviewing stand at the 
Americal Civie Center. 

As always the Parade 
Committee promises plenty of

“I don’t know that any year 
is unique,” said Committee 
President Steve Daly. “We try to 
put on a quality parade every 
year.” 

He added, “We bring back 
the same groups every year 
because they are the best. 
However, we always strive for 
new content.” 

As an example one year the 
parade featured a fire-eater. 
According to Daly, the per- 
former was swallowing flaming 
spears down his throat for the 
whole length of the parade 
which stretches several miles 
from the head of Lake 
Quannapowitt, down North 
Avenue to Church Street and 
then down Main Street to the 
end of the-parade at the Galvin 
Middle School 

“I believe (the Parade) is the 
largest in Massachusetts,” Daly 
said. “It is certainly the best in 
New England. All of our drum 
corps are world class in quality 
and in competition.” 

Thus is the sixteenth year 
that the Committee has pro- 
duced the Parade in Wakefield 
and this year’s theme is “Pride 
Service, Country.” However, the

Parade goes back to the 1920's 
when the Chamber of 
Commerce used to put them on. 

In 1936, the honor of present- 
ing a parade on America’s 
Birthday went to the West Side 
Social Club (WSSC). That civic 
and social group carried the 
mantle until 1989, before it 
became to expensive to produce 
the Parade. 

Due to a lack of funding, 
there was no parade in 1990. 
However, the Committee was 
formed with some members of 
the WSSC joined with other 
interested parties in the com- 
munity to bring the Parade 
back. 

The WSSC has kept the job of 
presenting the after parade 
fireworks that go off after dark 
over Lake Quannapowitt. This 
is one of the worst kept secrets 
in Wakefield. 

‘To ensure that a Parade will 
go on every year, the 
Committee starts on the day of 
the Parade to raise money for 
the following year. Bucket 
brigades made up of Committee 
members and volunteers from 
the Wakefield Center 
Neighborhood Association 
(WCNA) walk the parade route 
and seek donations from the 
throngs of people lining the 
sidewalks waiting for the 
marching units and floats. 

According to Daly, the 
biggest fundraiser is the Annual 
Carnival held during Spring 
Vacation in the parking lot of 
the Galvin Middle School. Like 
the parade, the carnival takes 
place rain or shine. 

“People in Wakefield are so 
generous that even on a rainy 
day they show up for the carni- 
val,” Daly said. 

He added, “That is also the 
riskiest fundraiser we have.” 

A fundraiser that is growing 
in popularity is the “$5 for the 
4th” mailer that is sent out as 
an enclosure to every household 
in town with the Wakefield 
Municipal Light Department 
(WMGLD) bill. Daly noted that 
this has recently been responsi- 
ble for bringing in as much 
funding as the carnival. 

There is also a golf tourna- 
ment, which is held annually. 
Finally, there are the sponsor- 
ships by the local businesses 


from Wakefield and surround- 
ing communities, which come 
in varying amounts. 

The reason for all of this is 
that it is very costly to produce 
a parade of this size. Wakefield 
does get a little break as the 
Parade steps off at 5 p.m. on 
the day of the 4th, which allows

Daly noted, “We are close 
enough so that some of those

He explained that this is 
very important to the drum 
corps and other marching 
units. They have a lot of 
expenses and only have a two 
month period in which to raise 
the funds they need to meet 


their annual costs.

Enter McClane. 


Watch close and you may 
spot a bit less speed and 
spring in his step, but he's 
still bouncing up the ground 
and making hits like a line- 
backer, the ultimate smart- 
aleck tough guy. 

The film, directed by Len 
Wiseman (Underworld), has 
less talk Lime than the earlier 
films, and the action, stunts 
and visual effects are stellar, 
though the biggest one, 
involving an 18-wheeler and a 
fighter plane, borders on 
being silly. 

With Willis, 52, pushing the 
modern action-hero age enve- 
lope, the principal secondary 
characters are all youthful.

“A MIGHTY HEART" 


GRADE: **** 


Often lost in the incessant 
paparazzi flashbulb popping 
world of Angeline Jolie is the 
fact that she can act, better 
than most, when given the 
right material. In "A Mighty 
Heart," an account of the 
days following the kidnapping 
of Wall Street Journal 
reporter Daniel Pearl, she 
helps turn a grim story ~ for 
which the vast majority of 
the audience already knows 
the conclusion — into a rivet- 
ing experience that sears its 
way into your consciousness. 

Director Michael 
Winterbottom weaves a tight 
tale, one that essentially con- 
fines the audience within the 
tension and agony of 
Marianne Pearl's world as 
she waits for word of her hus- 
band. 

Daniel (Dan Futterman) 
is a little unsure of the safety 
of his scheduled interview 
with an elusive source. But he 
goes anyway, saying he might 
be late for dinner, as he hops 
into a taxi that negotiates the 
tumultuous and = cranky 
streets of Karachi 
Winterbottom is particularly 
adept, with tight shots and 
jumbled rush-hour confusion, 
at conveying this chaos. 

Winterbottom — shrewdly 
sticks with Mariane's point of 
view once her husband is kid- 
napped, leaving us to wallow 
in her own fear and lack of 
knowledge. Friends and col- 
leagues try to help: Archie 
Panjabi as an Indian journal- 
ist, Will Patton as a State 
Department heavy, Denis 
O'Hare as a fellow Journal 
bureau chief. As the days roll 
by and leads come and go, 
the nature of the twisted kid- 
napping plot slowly unravels. 

Yet all is not dour: 
Winterbottom manages to 
find the humanity and even 
the bounciness of the story, 
some of which is told in flash- 
backs: a jovial meal around a 
circular table, a comic 
moment in which the waiting 
friends have to push a car to 
get it started. It's tender, too: 
Mariane caressing a picture 
of a now world-famous Danny 
on a computer screen; the 
child of the housekeeper con- 
tentedly playing with pots 
and pans while totally oblivi- 
ous to the thundering herd of 
press camped outside,

Most sequels are simply 
more of the same, and none 
does it better than "Pirates of 
the Caribbean: At World's 
End." 

The film is nothing more 
than a continuation of the 
second film, last summer's 
"Dead Man's Chest," and 
that’s all right (to amplify the 
feeling of dejavu, see this one 
in the same theater you saw 
Pirates 2, even try to find the 
same seats). The films had 
overlapping production 
schedules,.and "World's End" 
supplies the finale that 
"Chest" withheld. 

For those who don't 
remember, we last saw 
Johnny Depp's Captain Jack 
Sparrow leaping into the 
maw of a giant squid sent by 
Davy Jones (Bill Nigh). 

In "Chest's" final scene, 
Jack's friends Will Turner 
(Orlando Bloom) and 
Elizabeth Swann (Keira 
Knightley) resolve to rescue 
him from Davy Jones' locker 
with the surprising interven- 
tion of Captain Barbossa 
(Geoffrey Rush). Surprising 
because Jack killed Barbossa 
at the end of the first film. 

Tia Dalma  (Naomie 
Harris), the voodoo priestess 
introduced in the second film, 
has a hidden agenda (hidden 
agendas are significant in 
this series) that will fail if 
Jack and Barbossa remain 
dead. So she resurrected 
Barbossa and instigates the 
quest to rescue Jack that 
takes up the first hour of the 
nearly three-hour "World's 
End." 


Director Gore Verbinski, 
continues to deliver the big- 
budget goods. Despite its 
super-sized running time (20 
minutes longer than "Spider- 
Man 3") "World's End" moves 
quickly and is never dull. It 
never hits the highs of the 
earlier film, either, although 
the half-hour climax - a full- 
on naval battle in the middle 
of a giant whirlpool - is 
astounding. 


The script is also filled 
with humor. But the best 
parts in "World's End" are 
the unexpected ones, such as 
Jack's experiences in purga- 
tory. His ship, the Black 
Pearl, sits in the midst of a 
white desert and he com- 
mands a crew. of his dupli- 
cates.

Follow these simple dieting tips 


Dieters often make three 
mistakes: they deprive them- 
selves of the foods they love, 
chip away their meals until 
there are too few calories and, 
not to mention, they're on a 
"diet" in the first place. 


Take such moves in over- 
hauling your eating patterns 
and you're bound to fail because 
your brain will sabotage your 
diet, says Mary Boggiano, a 
University of Alabama at 
Birmingham psychologist who 
studies abnormal eating pat- 
terns. 


"A lot of Americans want a 
quick fix so they are lured by 
crash diets," Boggiano says. 
These diets are often too low in 
calories, cut out favorite foods 
and are monotonous in favoring 
only certain type of foods, such 
as all-carb or protein diets. 


However, the brain responds 
to extreme, low-calorie diets by 
triggering the metabolic 
appetite - the body's need for 
more energy and calories - that 
can leave you hungry and vul- 
nerable to overeating, Boggiano 
says. In turn, when dieters 
deprive themselves of the foods 
they enjoy or rely on bland 
foods, their hedonic appetite - 
the brain's craving for yummy 
tasting foods - kicks in. Hedonic 
appetites can especially be trig- 
gered when a person is stressed 
and seeks out a reward food, 
such as potato chips or choco- 
late. 


Eventually, dieters succumb 
to fighting the two appetites and 
end up unable to stay on their 
diet, which results in old eating 
habits. 


So if going on a "diet" is 
wrong, what can you do? 
Instead, consider it a lifestyle 
change, not a short-term diet, 
nutritionists say. And along 
with some physical activity to 
boost your metabolism, satisty 
a healthy mixture of metabolic 
and hedonic appetites to meet a 
1,200- or 1,500-calorie diet. 


Experts also offer the follow- 
ing tips: 


Eat balanced meals: 
Boggiano recommends three 
meals a day, and no skipping

breakfast. Research has shown 
eating breakfast and low-fat 
meals are two common charac- 
teristics of people who keep 
weight off long-term. Meet 
national dietary guidelines of 
fruits and vegetables, dairy, car- 
bohydrates and protein. 


For an individual meal plan 
of what foods you need for your 
age, activity level and gender, 
refer to the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
MyPyramid Plan at 
www.mypyramid. gov. 


« Go low fat and count calo- 
ries: Maintain a low-fat diet, 
which can help you feel more 
full, and limit how much satu- 
rated fat, trans fat and choles- 
terol you eat. To reduce trans 
fat, cut back on foods containing 
partially hydrogenated veg- 
etable oils, such as commercial- 
ly baked and fried foods. The 
2006 American Heart 
Association Diet and Lifestyle 
Recommendations call for a 
goal of less than 7 percent of 
saturated fat and trans fatty 
acids of less than 1 percent of 
total calories. 


Boggiano says that adults 
who eat no less than 1,200 calo- 
ries a day should be able to 
maintain steady weight loss of 
up to two pounds a week. If you 
have trouble keeping track, 
some nutritionists recommend 
maintaining a food journal to 
record what you eat and the 
calories and fat content. 


+ Watch portion size: Dinner 
plates have gotten larger and 
meals have gone super-size. For 
example, a suitable portion size 
at a fast-food restaurant is actu- 
ally a children's meal. For 
quick portion-size judgments, 
remember that three ounces of 
meat or protein is about the size 
of the palm of your hand, one 
ounce of cheese is about the 
equivalent of your thumb size; 
and one cup of milk, yogurt and 
fresh vegetables is about the 
size of a tennis ball, according 
to the American Diabetes 
Association. 


+ Drink healthy: What you 
drink - such as soft drinks, aleo- 
hol and whole milk - can also be 
adding calories to your diet. On 
the flip side, drinking water
